This little sheet was conceived with 
the idea of furnishing an 
adver- 


tising medium for the publishers. 
A. few months later the paper was 
enlarged to a three column sheet, 
called the "MONTHLY 
ADVER- 


TISER AND PRODUCE REPORT- 
ER," 
with 
Clarence Bv.rnet as 


editor. 
In announcing ^ the change 
ilr. Burnet stated: 


"We have concluded to 
change 


.the name of the paper to the 'AD- 
VERTISER' as it is more appro- 
priate to the style of paper we in- 
tend to publirfi. 
We propose pub- 


lishing a small monthly paper de-

Political Jobs At The Expense 


Of The Blind

NFORTUNATE conditions among 
the blind of the state were revealed 


at a hearing yesterday before the assem- 
bly committee on public welfare on the 
Raffing bill to abolish the state blind 
Ivii-i-ii. 
The Ruffing to ill also provides 


thai the administration of the pension 
system for the blind shall be returned 
to the counties from whom it was taken 
by the blind bureau. 


That the blind people of the state arc 


almost a unit in demanding a change 
in the system of handling the blind in 
the state was evidenced at yesterday's 
hearing. One blind person after another 
appeared before the committee and made 
remarkable addresses in favor of abol- 
ishing the bureau and of returning the 
administration of (ho aid for the blind 
to the counties. 


Among the charges made.against the 


bureau are the following: that the bu- 
reau has never enlisted the confidence of 
the blind of the state and that the 'bu- 
reau has shown a coldness in cooperating 
with the blind; that the bureau has 
sought to arbitrarily make Ifne blind sub- 


: scrvient to the bureau; that pensions 


have been arbitrarily .denied and de- 
creased; that the bureau has not been 
of help in trying to make the blind self 
supporting and t>at the bureau is unabje 
to investigate the applications and in 
that way many deserving are made to 
suffer. 


One of the sensational features of the 


hearing was the practical repudiation of 
the state bureau for the blind by Mrs. 
J. T. Hooper of Janesville, a member of. 
the board. Mr?. Hooper, with her hus- 
band, has worked among (he blind for 
years. She charged that the state board 
of blind has been dominated by Miss 
Elizabeth McCarthy, the director, and 
that the other members of the board 
have been figureheads. Mr.-. Hooper told 
the committee tha't a report sent to the 
members of the legislature by the blind 
inircui: and containing her signature has 
iicvcv been signed by her.

HE present situation among the blind 
of the state is the logical outcome 


of the manner in which the blind bureau 
•vvas created. The blind bureau was cre- 
ated two years ago PRIMARILY to 
create a political job for the person who 
had already been picked in advance for

the blind was SECONDARY.

Last year his lost time on account of mil- 


itary training amounted to $48.00, besides the 
necessary expense money that a young man 
requires to have a reasonable amount of pleas- 
ure with his companions. 


Therefore, the great expense and hardship 


fall to those who furnish the boys, and not the 
taxpayer, consequently I think it unfair and 
unjust for the state to place this burden on 
those who furnish the men. In this same man- 
ner the compulsory military training at the uni- 
versity works a hardship on the parents. 


The several articles, coming to my attention 


in your good paper, have not hit on thin phase 
of conditions.

000 by the U. S. government runs for 30 years 
at 4U?i. 


This" means that the government is paying 


127%9'o in interest. For the use of $500,000,000 
it is paying $637,500,000 in interest. That is, 
it will borrow from the lenders $500,000,000 
and return $1,137,500,000. The more than a 
half billion in interest is taken from the peo- 
ple and industry. 


In one of the states a bonus was given the 


soldiers' of that state. 
The sum given was 


$30,000,000. The sum which the money brokers 
will eventually collect will be $57,000,000. 
It 


will cost the soldiers resident in that state as 
taxpayers just $87,000,000 to handle $30,000,- 
000 in small driblets of dollars per man. 


One faot concerning the soldier bonus has 


never been disputed: The money lender will 
get more than the soldier.

The desire felt by many of Madison's citi- 


zens to preserve those things which pertained 
to the story of our state found s.ctive sympa- 
thizers'in other parts of Wisconsin. 


Consequently on Jan. 30, 1840, The State 


Historical Society was organized, its constitu- 
tion adopted, and its officers chosen. Gov. Dew- 
ey was elected president and retained the posi- 
tion for five years. 


In 1S53 the society received a charter from 


the legislature and under it re-organized in 


1854. 


Up to this time little had been accomplished. 


Only fifty volumes had been collected for the 
library, and of these all but three were com- 
posed of state laws, journals and documents. 
A case three by four feet housed the collection, 
which perhaps was not frequently disturbed. 


But with re-construction an efficient execu- 


tive committee held monthly meetings 
and 


prosecuted vigorously the assemblage of books, 
maps, papers, portraits and historical curios- 
ities.! The legislature was memorialized for an 
annual appropriation of $500 to be devoted to 
the furtherance of the interests of the society; 
and in a truly enlightened spirit the members, 
responded by granting the aid requested. 


Lyman C. Draper became the recording sec- 


retary and with .unflagging zeal devoted the 
best years of his life to w.hat became the cause 
of his heart. He opened correspondence with 
other societies, and with individuals throughout 
the country, asking donations and -exchanges 
from every available source, as well as written 
contributions and relics relating to the history 
of Wisconsin. 


Rooms in the basement of the Baptist church 


were secured in 1856 and 10 years later the li- 
brary possessed approximately 21,000 volumes. 
Many portraits were presented for the gallery 
and curiosities rilled the cabinet. General A. G. 
Ellis' pioneer production, The Green Bay In- 
telligencer, whose initial number- spoke to. its 
readers on DEC. 11, 1833, in'its numbers of 
bound files, recorded the events transpiring be- 
'fore the existence of the settlement of Madi- 


son, 
and divided shelves with Niles' National 


Register. And the sorrowful tale of the Civil 
war' was. written by beautiful banners 
and 


tattered flags, by guns and swords, and,'sad- 
dest of all, by the photographs and daguerreo- 
types taken from . the uniforms 
of 
soldiers 


found on the field. 


Visitors thronged the little rooms a,nd, a 


short time later, followed the treasures to the 
second floor of ,.the. south .wing of the capitol 
whioh, recently finished, offered a choice abid- 
ing place. 
(The legislature had again afforded 


the necessary assistance). 


Increase A. Lapham, L, L'. D. and president 


of the society, made the dedicatory address, 
and John L. Smith, writing of the opening of 
the new home, commended the founders 
and 


friends of the association, and aptly summar-' 
ized the future public sentiment by saying: 


"Generations of. citizens will bless the fore- 


thought which .provided such a reservoir of 
knowledge." 
' 
. 


The citizens unquestionably did "bless the 


forethought," and indicated their benisons so 
unmistakably that three decades later plans 
and contracts were made, resulting" in the erec- 
tion of the handsome building which lies to the 
west of the lower campus and unites with-the 
.state university in serving the people. 
From 


every state and from all -parts of the globe 
come men-and women, seeking information on 
every subject imaginable,-'Children, also, throng' 
the museum,. studying and enjoying .the .ex- 
hibits whose "nature ranges from a New Eng- 
land kitchen of colonial times to valentines, 
from old weapons .to . artistic jewelry, .stamps, 
coins and bric-a-brac of all. varieties.
